.elimination of the. conventional state reimbursement mechanism ^or 
OYerenrolliiettts, 'the colleges will only receive state funding for 
53,129 FTE. There will be, however, a markeja Increase in other

In many ways, fiscal year 1975- has bjf^en an extraordinary 
*ne for the community collgr^es. Because state revenue projections 
fell short of projected expenditures, V and because the "constitution 
requires the State tQ maintain a balar\ceyfl budget, severe cutbacks 
^i^ere effected in the state budget in t^e FY 76' Appropriations Act.' 
This had a particular baring on the y6<Sjnimunity colleges,, where, 
for the first timi^ college enrollment projections * were reduced for 
the purpose of state, aid suppor.t, '/Although the levej^of state 
funding reraai^ned constant at $60^ per FTE, the number of FTI^a 
actually funde^d ±)y the State f)ell short of those that the colleges 
originally projected to enro/l by 4,549 FTE or 8, 6% 

In pa$t year's, colleygks could ireasonably anticipate the

allocations until mid-Ju:^y, This delay was caused by the fact

state aid riccount' in mid- July. 'As a result, the colleges did not

Gfap^ B' displays the. same data in a different format. As 

can be seen from Graph B, aftfer moderate annual increases through 

1973, the budgeted cost per FTE ros^ sharply from FY 73 to.FY' 75, * 

and has now returned to a moderate increase for FY 76, It shopld 

be noted that the median budgeted cost per FTE increased 11% 

fronf FY* 73 to Fy 74, ,10% from FY 74 to FY 75, but only'^3% ftom 

FY 75 to FY 76. This pattern' is primarily tl^e result of the

temporary leveling of budgeted enrollment growth in FY 74 and FY 75 , 

fojlpweci by a significant projected increase^ in budgeted enrollment 

for FY 76.

Community colleges of New Jersey are funded primarily from 

three sources: namely/ county appropriations, state aid, and tuition 

« « 

and fe^. By Board of Higher Education resolution, community colleges 
ara permitted to charge no more tha'n $400 per year for tuition. This 
policy has resulted .m a range of tuition from $300 to $400 a year , 
for full-time studehts. Due to rising costs and reduced state aid, 
several colleges have increased their tuition this year to the maximum 
of $400 set by the Board. As can be seen from Table 16, 12 of the 
18 colleges are now at this maximum l.evel, an increase of 3 from 
FY 75. Although the. tuition rate at several colleges has increased, 
tuition Js ^^ercent of total revenue has remained relatively ^ 
constant 'at 24% for the last five years. Tuition charged by the 
county colleges is less than that charged at othe^ New Jersey public 
institutions, and considerably less than the tuition charged at 
private college's and universities. 

In most states, the dollars constituting the public share of 
community college funding are derived from a partnership arrangement 
between State and County. There are three prtlS?aryNtypes of State- 




County partnership. In the majority of &€at^s, state aid is allocated 
according to a fixed percentage of the budgets of the colleges. Other 
states cont;?ibutei a flat dollar grant to each college. A few states 
contribute a basic "yEoundation" grant to each college, in which case, 
the state funding s6rves to even out inequities in community college 
funding levels fr/$m county to county. ^

model. By law, colleges may receive 50% of operating costs up to 
a maximum of $600 per FTE. Since operatii^g cpgta at all colleges 
exceed $1,200 per FTE,. the state provides the , fixed grant of $600 
per FTE. As can be seen from Graph C, this has beerf the case during 
the five year period shown. Graph D displays the distribution of 
support dollars for FY 75 only. ^ 

Having observed revenue patterns in the aggregate, it i^ of 
value to notice Variations from college to college ^ Tables 2 and 
14' show the cost per FTE, and the percengagei of .^operating incom^ 
contrib.u.tedlby counties. Where costs per FTE .h^^ been tradi/tionally 
high, the county has committed proportionately^ more resources. Cplleges 
that have she highest per^TE costs - Ccimden, Passaic, and Somerset - 
receive a/signi^cantly higher percentage ccin^ribution from their 
respective counties. Where cdfets per FTE have been historically 
low - Morris and Union - t^Sqounty . contribution is relatively IgS^^

Another measure of, the level of county S^ippp^ can be obser\yed 
in* Table 15. This table illustrates that the county colleges are 
having mixed success in maintaining their pfo^ortiona'te share, of the 
county budget. As can be seen from Column 2, of the 15^ counties 
represented for the two year period, eight have increased their 

percentage of .the county tax^ for 1975 over the calendar year 
1974. It is important to note that, although only two of the \colleges 
suffered a decline in per capita support (Column 3), almost half \ 
of the colleges experienced a decline in tl^eir relative sljiare of

Arts (A.A'.) Associate in Science (AlS,') , and Associate in Applied 
Science (A.A.S.)* Tables 18 and 19 sumrfiarizing student credit hours 
and degrees granted provide a quantitative index of the workload 
and the "output" of the community colleges. Table 19 shows an 
increase in the \iumber of A,S. and A,A*,S, degrees awarded • Since ' 
the A.A,s\ is awamed to students in career programs, rhis shift 
reflects tl;ie incrfeasing preference for career-oriented education 
discussed earlier.
